HEADQUARTERS REORGANIZATION REQUIRED BY EXPANSION 
OF SERVICE 


A reorganization of the administra- 
tive offices of the Coast Guard, to 
properly provide for the effective con- 
trol of the rapidly expanding estab- 
lishment, and for the complete inte- 
gration of such new activities as those 
of the former Bureau of Marine In- 
spection and Navigation, is now taking 
place. This change in administrative 
procedure is being facilitated by the 
fact that the Service has just com- 
pleted the moving of headquarters to 
a new building of more adequate size. 

In the new organization there appear 
for the first time, a merchant marine 
council, comparable to the general 
board which is also retained; and 
under the office of the commandant are 
several special assistants, including a 





new administrative management sec- 
tion. The scope of the work of all 
headquarters divisions has been in- 
creased, in some instances in bulk 
only, in others by new duties added. 

Under the cognizance of the Assistant 
Commandant have been placed the six 
general divisions of Coast Guard head- 
quarters namely Personnel, Legal, 
Office of Operations, Finance, Matériel, 
and Inspection. 1 

The Personnel Division, under the 
Chief Personnel Officer, administers all 
personnel matters relating to military, 
civilian, and Merchant Marine person- 
nel, including naval auxiliary manning. 

The Legal Division, under the Chief 
Counsel, advises on the legal aspects of 
contracts, rea] estate, courts and boards,

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hearing procedures, and the enforce- 
ment of shipping and navigation laws. 

The Office of Operations, under the 
Chief of Operations, is responsible for 
the work connected with port security, 
aids to navigation, communications, 
merehant marine inspection, aviation, 
intelligence, group training and the 16 
Coast Guard districts. 

The Finance Division, under the Chief 
Finance Officer, handles all matters re- 
lating to the budget, appropriation allot- 
ments, accounts, disbursing, administra- 
tive examination, and cost accounting. 

The Matériel Division, under the En- 
gineer in Chief, is responsible for the 
design, construction, maintenance, and 
modernization of all ships, stations, and 
equipment. The procurement of all 
equipment and supplies for the Service 
is also a responsibility of this division. 

The Inspection Division, under the 
Inspector in Chief, is responsible for the 
inspection of matériel, personnel, and 
operations. This division also has su- 
pervision of the four inspection divisions 
maintained by the Coast Guard in the 
field. 

The new Merchant Marine Council 
will be composed of Commander R. S. 
Field, Chairman, an Executive Secretary 
to be designated by the Commandant, 
Mr. James R. Harrison and Mr. Telfair 
Knight, and the following ex officio 
members: The Chief of Merchant Ma- 
rine Personnel, the Chief of Merchant 
Marine Inspection, the Engineer in 
Chief, and the Chief of the Administra- 
tive Management Section. 

The Council will be assisted by a panel 
of consultants selected for their out- 
standing ability in particular phases of 
the Merchant Marine. These consult- 
ants will be invited to participate in 
those Council discussions which relate 
to their special fields of competence. 
They will also furnish the Council, from 
time to time, with suggestions concern- 
ing Merchant Marine matters. The des- 
ignation of consultants will be made 
by the Commandant on the suggestion 
of the Council. 

The duties of the Council will include 
the following: Review all proposed reg- 
ulations relative to the Merchant Ma- 
rine; keep informed as to the views of 
maritime labor and industry ; determine 
the adequacy of wartime safety meas- 
ures; suggest necessary improvements 
in the Merchant Marine training pro- 
gram; consider methods for improving 
the morale of Merchant Marine person- 
nel; foster the interchange of data and 
ideas among Coast Guard units dealing 
with Merchant Marine problems; inves- 








tigate particular casualties; advise in 
the preparation of examinations for li- 
censes and certificates. 

Included in the functions of the new 
Administrative Management Section in 
the Office of the Commandant will be the 
following: Analyze organization prob- 
lems of both the field and headquarters, 
with particular reference to the prob- 
lems resulting from the assumption of 
new functions and the expansion of ex- 
isting activities; review administrative 
procedures with a view to their im- 
provement, and on behalf of the Com- 
mandant pass upon all proposals for 
changes in such procedures. 


249 ACADEMY GRADUATES COM- 
MISSIONED IN REGULAR SERV- 
ICE AND RESERVE 


Seventy-two regular Coast Guard ca- 
dets and 177 candidates for Coast Guard 
Reserve commissions, were combined to 
form the largest graduating class in the 
history of the Coast Guard Academy, 
when commencement exercises were held 
at New London, Conn., on June 19. Par- 
ticipating in the ceremonies were Vice 
Admiral R. R. Waesche, Commandant 
of the Coast Guard, other high-rank- 
ing officers of the Coast Guard and of 
the other military services, and import- 
ant Federal, State, and local officials. 
Representative Schuyler Otis Bland, of 
Virginia, Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on the Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries and a member of the Congres- 
sional Board of Visitors which each year 
inspects the Academy, was the principal - 
speaker. 

The following are excerpts from the 
address to the new officers by Repre- 
sentative Bland. 

This is and should be a memorable 
day in the history of this Academy. The 
regular class today is the largest ever 
graduated from the Academy. It con- 
sists of 72 regular cadets. An additional 
class of 177 will be graduated for reserve 
commissions. These reservists come 
from Maine to the State of Washington. 
This Academy has done very useful work 
and each year finds it filling a more im- 
portant place in the life of the Nation. 
My service on the Board of Visitors of 
this Academy for the past 5 years con- 
vinces me that it is occupying a unique 
place in educational institutions. It is 
progressive. It is in no sense impervious 
to new ideas, It seeks to keep up with 
the most improved methods. “Semper 
Paratus” applies to this Academy, as 
well as to the Service. Its standards are 
high and the greatest credit is due to its 




















officers, teachers, instructors, and the 
splendid men who compose its Advisory 
Council. These sentiments are held by 
all Members of Congress whe have 
visited this institution. * * 

With a record of glory vildatilieilk 
the men of the former Revenue Cutter 
Service, of the former Life Saving Serv- 
ice, of the former Lighthouse Service, 
and of the newer Coast Guard, through- 
out their respective histories, have 
always been ready. They were ready 
in the World War, they are ready now. 
“Semper Paratus” is the motto of each 
officer and man in the Service. It is and 
always will be a motto in deed as well 
as in word when duty calls or danger 
threatens. They fought then, they fight 
now. This Nation has called and they 
and we fight now as never before. I 
congratulate each of you graduates, 
regular and reserve, upon your entry 
now into the noblest work of life. 

This Nation is now engaged in a cru- 
sade—a crusade not for the holy sepul- 
chre, but for all that sepulchre repre- 
sents—a crusade for the noblest ideals 
of life, for the security of our institu- 
tions and for the safety of home, of 
child and loved ones—a crusade for the 
civilization of the centuries. 

We fight in a holy cause. We fight 
for independence, for life, for freedom, 
for liberty, for home, for fireside, for 
altar, for God and native land. We 
fight for the faith of our fathers, for 
freedom of religion, for freedom of as- 
sembly, for freedom of speech, for free- 
dom of the press, for the rights of the 
minority, for the rights of the indi- 
vidual, and for the fundamentals as 
declared in the Magna Carta, the Peti- 
tion of Rights, the British Bill of Rights. 
the Constitution of the United States, 
and the constitution of each and all of 
our States. We fight for our philosophy 
of government as won by blood upon 
many fields—a philosophy that is in 
every detail diametrically the opposite 
of those things for which our enemies 
Stand. * * 

We are passing through 4a titanic 
revolutionary struggle such as the world 
has never seen before. One era closes. 
Another opens. What lies before us we 
may not know but we approach the new 
era with the sublime confidence that all 
of the death, destruction, and devasta- 
tion of the present hour shall not have 
been in vain. We thought once that we 
had made the world safe for democracy. 
We know now the peace we sought to set 
up has been lost, but we know now as 
never before that the world failed to 
keep the faithh* * * 
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COAST GUARD NOTICE TO MAR- 
INERS IS CONSOLIDATED WITH 
THAT OF NAVY DEPARTMENT 


For the duration of the war, the Coast 
Guard Notice to Mariners, listing all 
new establishments, improvements, and 
changes in aids to navigation In United 
States waters, has been consolidated 
with the Notice to Mariners published by 
the Hydrographic Office of the Navy. 
As the Navy publication listed compara- 
ble information regarding aids to navi- 
gation in all parts of the world outside 
the United States and its possessions, 
mariners are now supplied with a single 
publication of world-wide scope. 

The maintenance of the aids to navi- 
gation of the United States remains in 
the hands of the Coast Guard, and 
mariners are asked to continue to notify 
the Commandant of the Coast Guard or 
the District Coast Guard officers of any 
defects or misplacements of aids. 

The first issue of the consolidated 
Notice to Mariners was that dated June 
10, 1942, and numbered 23. The material 
assembled therein included that com- 
niled by the Hydrographic Office of the 
Navy, the United States Coast Guard, 
the United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, and the Corps of Engineers, 
United States Army. In format, the 
consolidated notice remains practically 
unchanged, the Coast Guard Notice to 
Mariners having been nearly identical. 


COAST GUARD PERSONNEL 
AWARDED NAVY “E” BUT- 
TONS 





On the day following the ceremonies 
attending the award of the Navy “EB” to 
the Wheeler Shipyard, Inc., of Brooklyn, 
N. ¥., held in the Hotel St. George, in 
that city on May 21, and attended by 
Vice Admiral Waesche, Commandant of 
the Coast Guard, and other distin- 
guished guests, the emvrloyees at the 
shipyard were presented with the Navy 
“BE” lapel buttons. 

Included with those receiving the but- 
tons were three members of the techni- 
cal staff of the Construction and Repair 
Section at Coast Guard headquarters, 
who were thus honored for their coop- 
eration in the construction of the fleet 
of 83-foot cutters. The headquarters 
personnel were: Mr. Alfred Hansen, 
senior naval architect, who was pre- 
sented with the “E” insignia for “out- 
standing cooperation and administrative 
coordination”; and Messrs. C. L. Reyn- 
olds and John W. Wells, chief engineer- 
ing draftsmen, who received the insignia 
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for “outstanding industry and coopera- 
tion”. 

Lt. BE. A. Anderson, the chief Coast 
Guard inspector at the shipyard, as well 
as the members of his staff, were also 
presented with the lapel insignia. 


COAST GUARD OFFICER 
AWARDED NAVY CROSS 


The first Navy Cross for meritorious 
service to be awarded to a Coast Guards- 
man in the present war, has been given 
to Lt. Maurice D. Jester, of New Dorp, 
Staten Island, N. Y., for outstanding 
service as commanding officer on the 
Coast Guard cutter Icarus in a recent 
action, the details of which have not 
yet been made public. 

Lieutenant Jester, who is 53 years old. 
entered the Service as a young man, and 
advanced through the ranks until he was 
appointed a chief warrant officer in 1935. 
At the end of 1941, he was advanced to 
the rank of lieutenant and placed in 
command of a Coast Guard cutter. Two 
of his sons are also serving in the Coast 
Guard. 

The Navy Cross is the third highest 
honor that can be bestowed upon an 
officer or an enlisted man in the naval 
service of the United States. It stands 
next to the Congressional Medal of 
Honor and the Distinguished Service 
Cross, and is awarded to any person who 
distinguishes himself by extraordinary 
heroism in the line of his profession. 


RELAXATION OF REGULATIONS 
WILL PERMIT CONSTRUCTION 
OF WOOD OIL BARGES 


By the suspension of certain provl- 
sions of the requirements for hull con- 
struction and alterations on vessels and 
shipping during an emergency which 
would permit the construction of barges 
of wood and other nonferrous materials, 
for the transportation of gasoline, oils, 
and other combustible cargo, the Coast 
Guard is endeavoring to relieve, to a 
certain extent, the petroleum shortage 
on the eastern seaboard of the Nation. 
By this same action, the iron and steel. 
which heretofore was required in the 
construction of tank barges, has been re- 
leased for other war purposes. 

As a result of permitting the use of 
such materials as wood and concrete in 
the construction of barges, the Coast 
Guard anticipates not only a great ex- 
pansion in the Nation’s existing facili- 
ties for barge construction, but also the 
establishment of new yards engaged ex- 
clusively in the construction of wood 
or concrete barges. The new industry 
will thus release the facilities at yards 
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now engaged in building iron and steel 
barges, for the construction of larger 
types of vessels which are so necessary 
to the war effort. 


COAST GUARD RESERVE LEGIS- 
LATION AMENDED 


Commissioning of Reserve officers in 
higher ranks, and official authorization 
for the training of Reserve Cadets at 
the Coast Guard Academy, are among 
the more important provisions contained 
in the recent act of Congress clarifying 
the Coast Guard Reserve legislation al- 
ready on the statute books. The new act 
also provides that fully qualified persons 
may be promoted after induction in the 
Coast Guard Reserve to ranks up to and 
including that of captain. This act was 
sponsored by the Service as a means of 
attracting the nation’s highest talent. 
The act also puts the Coast Guard Re- 
serve cadet on the same footing as the 
midshipman in the Naval Reserve. 

Another provision of the new legisla- 
tion, which was passed on June 6, and 
which is now known as Public Law 599, 
is the adjudication, by regulations pro- 
mulgated by the Commandant, of claims 
for damages suffered by Coast Guard 
auxiliary vessels while serving as reg- 
ular Coast Guard units. This provision 
will eliminate the necessity of a board 
of commissioned officers which, under 
the old procedure, was necessary to de- 
termine the extent of the damages 
claimed. 

The law also provides for the induc- 
tion of members of the Coast Guard aux- 
iliary into the Reserve either on a full 
time or an intermittent basis. Members 
who are inducted in this manner will 
receive the same pay as is provided for 
members of the Coast Guard Reserve 
and will be appointed to whatever rank 
or grade the Commandant may deem 
advisable. 

The law also provides for the issuance 
of clothing and bedding to cadets and 
enlisted men of the Reserve. For com- 
missioned and warrant officers, however, 
the Commandant may prescribe a reduc- 
tion in the amount of the uniform allow- 
ance if such officers of the Reserve are 
not required to have in their possession 
the complete outfits of uniform clothing 
as required for other commissioned and 
warrant officers of the Reserve. 


DULUTH LAUNCHES ANOTHER 
SHIP FOR COAST GUARD 
The newest Coast Guard cutter, one 


of the Cactus class, was launched at the 
yards of the Zenith Dredge Co., in Du- 
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luth, Minn., on May 23, at ceremonies 
attended by officers of the Coast Guard 
and city and State officials. Mrs. Rus- 
sell R. Waesche, Jr., wife of Lieutenant 
Waesche, a member of the Coast Guard’s 
inspection staff for vessel construction in 
Duluth, acted as sponsor for the vessel. 
Mrs. Waesche is the daughter-in-law of 
Vice Admiral R. R. Waesche, Comman- 
dant of the Coast Guard. 

The new cutter, which was named the 
Gentian, is the fifth vessel launched of 
the total of 13 for which the Coast 
Guard has awarded contracts to 2 Du- 
luth shipyards. Of the 7_ vessels 
awarded to the Zenith Dredge Co., 2 
have been launched, the Balsam and 
Gentian. The Marine Iron & Shipbuild- 
ing Co., who were received contracts for 
6 cutters, has launched 3 of them, the 
Cactus, Cowslip, and Clover. 

All vessels in this group, which is 
known as the Cactus class of cutters, will 
have a length over all of 180 feet, a 
molded beam of 37 feet, a draft of 12 
feet, and a displacement of 935 tons. 
With steel hulls and powered with Die- 
sel electric machinery generating 1,000 
shaft horsepower and driving a single 
screw, the vessels will be used for serv- 
icing and maintaining aids to marine 
navigation, although they have been spe- 
cially designed to insure their adapta- 
bility for performing many of the duties 
connected with Coast Guard work. 


COAST GUARD TO BUILD FIRE- 
BOATS FOR PORT SECURITY 


For the protection of shipping and wa- 
terfront properties in the harbors of 
the Nation the Coast Guard ‘is building 
a fleet of 101 small fireboats, the con- 
tract for which has been awarded to the 
Handley Engineering Service of Pros- 
pect, Ohio. This contract, which was 
negotiated on a cost-plus-fixed-fee basis, 
provides for the completion of the boats 
by the end of September 1942. 

The new all-steel fireboats, will have 
a length over all of 30 feet 6 inches, a 
molded beam of 10 feet 6 inches, a draft 
of 18 inches, and a displacement of 18.- 
500 pounds. Bach of the boats will be 
equipped with four gasoline engines. 
The hull will be of simple straight-line 
construction consisting of a flat bottom, 
straight-flared sides, and a deck with 
cockpit forward and amidship trunk. 

Firefighting equipment aboard the 
new boats will include four pumping 
units, supplying two monitors forward. 
and four hose outlets plus a jet nozzle 
for propulsion and rudders for maneu- 
vering. 

The new boats will be officially num- 
bered CG-7600 to CG-7700, inclusive. 
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ENGINEERING STUDENTS ELIGI- 
BLE FOR OFFICER POSTS ON 
MERCHANT VESSELS 


Special training, followed by appoint- 
ments as engineer officers on ships of the 
American Merchant Marine, is now of- 
fered students of accredited engineering 
schools, by the Maritime Service, the 
Merchant Marine training branch of the 
United States Coast Guard. Three 
thousand men are needed at once for 
this training to insure the adequate and 
competent manning of approximately 2,- 
500 vessels which will come off the ways 
by the end of 1943, to join the greatest 
Merchant Marine fleet in the Nation’s 
history. 

Candidates, when accepted, will be 
given a month’s basic training at the 
Hoffman Island Training Station in New 
York Harbor, followed by 3 months of 
practical work and instruction at sea 
on active merchant vessels under com- 
petent Merchant Marine officers. The 
candidate is then ready to sit for exam- 
ination as third assistant engineer. If 
successful in this examination, he be- 
comes a licensed officer qualified for 
service aboard American merchant ves- 
sels. During this training period, the 
candidate is housed, clothed, and fed at 
Government expense and paid $99 per 
month. 

Candidates for this special training, 
must be graduates of accredited engi- 
neering schools or students who have 
successfully completed 3 years of study 
for an engineering degree. They must 
also be citizens of the United States, be 
of good moral character, and be phys- 
ically sound, well formed, and of robust 
constitution. 

In the new classification of licensed 
officer candidates, vision requirements 
are not as rigid as those of the Regular 
Coast Guard or the Navy. The use of 
glasses will not necessarily disqualify a 
candidate nor will a lack of color per- 
ception (color blindness) be considered 
as a disqualifying factor. 

Successful applicants are enrolled in 
the Maritime Service in the grade of 
chief machinists mates, acting, and are 
also enlisted in the Coast Guard Reserve 
as firemen, second class. They are 
exempt from the provisions of the Selec- 
tive Service Act providing they complete 
the training and accept active duty 
aboard American merchant vessels. 
Should they fail in any of these require- 
ments, they will be ordered to active 
duty in the Coast Guard Reserve as fire- 
men, second class, or they may be 
discharged. 

The purpose of the month’s basic 
training is to indoctrinate the enrollee 
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in the elementary phases of seafaring 
by familiarizing him with the handling 
of small boats under oars and sail and 
with the customs, traditions and types 
of vessels of the Merchant Marine. The 
training period will also make easier 
the adjustment that will be necessary 
as a result of the change from life 
ashore to life aboard ship. 

When the enrollee has finished the 
month’s probationary period, he is 
assigned as junior engineer, oiler or 
watertender to the engine department 
of a merchant vessel. Here, under the 
guidance of the ship’s engineer officers, 
he is given practical experience in the 
mechanical operation of a ship at sea. 

If he has been diligent in his studies 
and shows aptitude in his work, and has 
proved to his superiors that he has the 
qualifications for command, he is al- 
lowed to appear before the Board of 
Local Inspectors for examination as 
third assistant engineer of ocean, steam 
or motor vessels. Upon passing this 
final test, he receives his license and is 
then a full-fledged ship’s officer. With 
his license comes advancement to the 
grade of ensign in the United States 
Maritime Service, after which he will 
serve as engineer officer on an American 
merchant vessel. 


COAST GUARDSMEN IN WASH- 
INGTON MEMORIAL DAY 
PARADE 


Four companies of well-trained Coast 
Guardsmen from the Coast Guard train- 
ing station at Curtis Bay, Md., repre- 
sented the Service in the mass display 
of first-class fighting men who partici- 
pated in the Memorial Day parade in 
Washington, D. C. The parade was 
reviewed by the President, as Com- 
mander in Chief of the armed forces, 
and. representatives of the United Na- 
tions. In the parade were 58 tanks, 
8 horse-drawn artillery pieces, 150 
motor-drawn pieces, 7 bands, 4,540 men 
marching, 107 on horseback and 1,196 
riding in vehicles. 


ENLISTMENT AGE LIMIT 
INCREASED TO 55 


To increase the steady flow of enlist- 
ments in the Coast Guard Reserve, it has 
recently been found desirable for the 
Service to raise the upper limiting age 
of recruits to 55 years. Heretofore only 
applicants between the ages of 17 and 
35 years have been accepted for original 
enlistments. Because of the rapid in- 
crease in the size of all branches of the 
armed services, a depletion of the eli- 
gibles within the original age limits has, 








of course, taken place. By increasing 
the age limits, the Service has opened a 
vast new field of potential recruits and 
this is expected to ease to a large extent 
the problems of the recruiting officers 
in enlisting suitable personnel. 

Since February 1, 1942, all original 
enlistments have been made in the Coast 
Guard Reserve. Applications for enlist- 
ment are made to regular recruiting 
stations and substations which are 
maintained by the Service in principal 
cities throughout the country. 

Enlistments in the Coast Guard Re- 
serve are ordinarily made in the ratings 
of apprentice seaman or mess attendant, 
third class, but men possessing special 
qualifications may be considered for 
enlistment in a higher rating. However, 
no applicant will be accepted for enlist- 
ment in a higher rating until his ability 
to perform the duties of the higher 
rating has been certified by Coast Guard 
officers who investigate the claims of the 
applicant. 

At the present time there is a need 
for men in petty officer ratings, espe- 
cially boatswain’s mates and machinist’s 
mates and, to slightly less degree, for 
cooks and yeoman. There is also need 
for men with experience as firemen. 

Each person enlisted in the Coast 
Guard Reserve will be sent to a recruit 
training station unless he has had pre- 
vious service in the Navy or Coast 
Guard. Men with previous service in 
the Navy or Coast Guard may be as- 
signed immediately to duty directed by 
the senior Coast Guard officer of the 
district in which the man is enlisted. 


NOVEL TYPE OF ICEBREAKER TO 
BE BUILT FOR LAKES TO GULF 
WATERWAY 


One of the recent steps in the Coast 
Guard’s effort to prolong the season of 
navigation in the Great Lakes area for 
the longest possible time each year, has 
been the awarding of a contract to Pet- 
ersen and Haecker. Limited, of Blair, 
Nebr., for the construction of a small ice 
breaker at a cost of $156,647. This ice- 
breaker, which will be the combination 
of a tow boat and an icebreeking plow, 
will be used on the Illinois River, an 
important link in the Lakes to Gulf sys- 
tem of waterways, navigable to vessels 
of moderate draft. * 

The new icebreaking cutter is unique 
in that three separate floating units will 
be variously combined to perform two 
distinct functions. To meet the special 
needs, the power plant was made a sep- 
arate floating unit, so designed that it 
could push a barge used for the serv- 
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icing of navigational aids, or the ice 
breaking plow which is also a separate 
floating unit. The absence of the usual 
mast and boom used in the servicing of 
navigational aids, will enable the new 
cutter to pass under the many bridges 
of the upper Lakes to Gulf waterway 
with a minimum of difficulty. The plac- 
ing of this equipment on a work barge 
to be pushed by the power unit, in no 
way diminishes the efficiency with which 
the navigational aid function is man-

The vessel will have a welded steel 
hull and will be 114 feet 6 inches in 
length with a beam of 30 feet, a depth 
of 10 feet, a draft of 5 feet 6 inches, 
and a displacement of 300 tons. For 
the propulsion of the vessel, Diesel en- 
gines, developing 320 horsepower each, 
will be directly connected to the ves- 
sel’s three screws. 

The ice plow, which will be attached 
to the vessel whenever needed, will be 
of welded steel 59 feet 6 inches in’ 
length with a beam of 49 feet and a 
depth of 11 feet 10 inches. It will 
weigh 75 tons. 

Vessels leaving Lake ports en route 
to ports on the Gulf enter the Chicago 
Sanitary and Ship Canal via the Chi- 
cago River, proceed to the junction of 
the canal and the Des Plaines River 
at Lockport lock, follow the Des Plaines 
to the Illinois River and that river to 
its junction with the Mississippi River 
at Grafton, Ill. 


MERCHANT MARINE CADET 
ENROLLMENT ANALYZED 


A total of 1,407 Merchant Marine ca- 
dets, representing all the States in the 
Nation except Idaho, is now under train- 
ing at the schools and on vessels main- 
tained for the purpose by the Coast 
Guard according to figures recently com- 
piled. Of this total 717 are under train 
ing at the United States Coast Guard 
Merchant Marine basic schools operated 
at New Orleans, La., and San Mateo, 
Calif., and 102 are attending the United 
States Coast Guard Merchant Marine 
Academy at Great Neck, Long Island, 
N. Y. The remaining 588 cadets are 
serving aboard active merchant vessels. 

The State contributing the largest 
group of cadets is New York which has 
405 of its young men under training. 
California is next, having 197 under 
training, while Pennsylvania is not far 
behind with a total of 146 men. The re- 
maining State groups range from 95 
from New Jersey to 1 representative 
each from Arizona, Kansas, Nevada, 





South Dakota, and Wyoming. The Ca- 
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nal Zone, Puerto Rico, and Hawaii are 
also represented with 2 from the for- 
mer and 1 each from the latter 2 terri- 
tories. 

Young men with suitable educational 
background who can meet the physical 
requirements are enrolled as Merchant 
Marine cadets and given preliminary 
training at the basic schools at New Or- 
leans, La., and San Mateo, Calif. At 
these schools the cadets are given a 2- 
month course in lifeboat work, visual 
signaling, naval science, and other nau- 
tical subjects. The next 6 to 8 months 
are spent aboard active merchant ships 
where the cadets are imbued with the 
practical knowledge essential in a sea- 
going career. The cadets’ training is 
then completed at the Merchant Marine 
Academy at Great Neck, Long Island, 
N. Y., where they are given an ad- 
vanced course of from 6 to 8 months. 
Upon the successful completion of their 
training the cadets are qualified to sit 
for a license as a third mate or a third 
assistant engineer. A total of approx- 
imately 6,000 such cadets are expected 
to be graduated in the years 1942, 1943, 
and 1944. 


COMMANDANT ADDRESSES 
WASHINGTON POWER SQUAD- 
RON 


Vice Admiral Russell R. Waesche, 
Commandant of the Coast Guard, was 
the principal speaker at the annual 
dinner of the Potomac River Power 
Squadron which was held in Washing- 
ton, D. C., on May 20. 

Vice Admiral Waesche told the 
gathering of the need of the Navy and 
the Coast Guard for the services of 
every seagoing man as these branches 
of the armed forces are expanded. In 
asking the yachtsmen’s cooperation in 
the new wartime restrictions on pleas- 
ure craft, he assured them that there 
was a reason behind each one of the 
restrictions. 

Viee Admiral Waesche is a member 
of the National Governing Board of the 
United States Power Squadrons. 


MERITORIOUS SERVICE RECOG- 
NIZED BY NEW ACT 


The retirement of officers of the Coast 
Guard and of the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey in the rank of the next higher 
grade in recognition of outstanding per- 
formance of duty in actual combat, has 
been provided for by an act of Congress 
dated June 6. 

Under the provisions of this act, all 
officers of the Coast Guard and the 
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Coast and Geodetic Survey who have 
been specially commended for their per- 
formance of duty in actual combat by 
the head of the executive department 
under whose jurisdiction such duty 
was performed, shall,‘upon retirement, 
be placed upon the retired list with the 
rank of the next higher grade and with 
three-fourths of the active-duty pay of 
the grade in which serving at the time 
of retirement. 


OUTSTANDING HEROISM IN MER- 
CHANT MARINE TO BE RECOG- 
NIZED BY NEW MEDAL 


Commander R. S. Field will repre- 
sent the United States Coast Guard on 
the special committee set up to study the 
eases of individual seamen who have 
been nominated to receive the newly 
created Merchant Marine Distinguished 
Service Medal for outstanding heroism 
in the line of duty. Commander Field 
is the director of the former Bureau of 
Marine Inspection and Navigation who 
is now serving as an assistant to the 
Commandant of the Coast Guard. He 
is also the head of the Merchant Marine 
Council, a recent addition to the admin- 
istrative units at Coast Guard head- 
quarters. 

The committee, of which Commander 
Field is a member, is known as the Mer- 
chant Marine Medal Awards Committee 
and has been assembled by the Maritime 
Commission, under the provisions of the 
congressional act known as Public Law 
524. The law also authorized and di- 
rected the Maritime Commission to pro- 
vide and award a medal to each person 
in the American Merchant Marine, who 
on or after September 3, 1939, has dis- 
tinguished himself by an outstanding 
deed of conduct or service in the line 
of duty. 

For the purpose of the act, all per- 
sons serving on merchant vessels of the 
United States, on those owned or con- 
trolled by the United States or its citi- 
zens, or on fishing vessels, are deemed to 
be serving in the American Merchant 
Marine. Civilian seamen serving on 
public vessels of the United States are 
also included. 

The medal, one of the highest distinc- 
tions available to merchant seamen, will 
be awarded only after definite proof of 
conspicuous gallantry or service in line 
of duty. The committee will receive the 
reports on individuals proposed for the 
medal and, after a careful study of the 
facts, will make its recommendations to 
the Maritime Commission who will 
award the medal, 





NEW TRAINING STATION NOW 
OPERATING AT ALAMEDA, 
CALIF. 


A new recruit training station, at 
present equipped to accommodate 900 
men, was placed in operation on Govern- 
ment Island at Alameda, Calif., on 
June 1, by the United States Coast 
Guard. Extensive additional construc- 
tion, which will ultimately increase the 
capacity of the station to 2,500 men, is 
now under way and includes barracks, 
messhall, shops, class-room buildings, 
recreation hall, and an infirmary. 

For the present, the new station will 
be used exclusively for the training of 
recruits. Eventually, however, schools 
for the training of men for specialist 
ratings, such as machinist’s mates and 
cooks and bakers, will be established 
there, 

Also located on Government Island is 
the United States Coast Guard Merchant 
Marine training station where prospec- 
tive licensed officers for the Merchant 
Marine are given a 4-month course to 
qualify them to sit for licenses as third 
mates and third assistant engineers. 
To be eligible for this training, the 
prospective officers must be unlicensed 
seamen with at least 12 months’ sea 
service. 


COAST GUARD HEADQUARTERS 
AT NEW LOCATION 


Headquarters of the United States 
Coast Guard has been moved to the 
Southern Railway Building, 1300 BD 
Street, NW., Washington, D. C., which 
until recently was occupied by the Farm 
Credit Administration. Moving started 
on June 8, and was completed on June 13. 

The total number to be housed in the 
new quarters will be swelled to approxi- 
mately 1,000 by personnel of the former 
Bureau of Marine Inspection and Navi- 
gation of the Department of Commerce 
and the Division of Training of the 
Maritime Commission, which were 
transferred to the Coast Guard by the 
President’s Executive order of February 
28, 1942. but which until now have not 
been housed under the same roof. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR RESERVE 
CADET TRAINING RELAXED 


Relaxation of requirements, in order 
to immediately increase the monthly 
quota of candidates for special training 
and ultimate commissioning in the 
Coast Guard Reserve, has just been 
announced. This is an important step 
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toward the increase of the officer 
strength of the Coast Guard, as it has 
been estimated that the Service at the 
present rate of expansion, will require 
approximately 5,000 commissioned oflfi- 
cers by June 1943. 

Where about 75 candidates for Re- 
serve commissions have been entering 
the Coast Guard Academy at New Lon- 
don, Conn., each month, the Service 
now plans to increase the quota to 300 
per month. To increase the flow of ap- 
plicants, young men will now be taken 
who are murried, if wives consent; 
5 feet 5 inches will be considered as 
sufficient height; and the educational 
requirements are not now so rigid. 

In general, the candidates for the 
special 90-day training course at the 
Coast Guard Academy must be native- 
born citizens of the United States or 
naturalized citizens with at least 10 
years of continuous residence, and must 
be not less than 20 years of age nor 
more than 30 years old at date of ap- 
pointment. They must also meet phys- 
ical requirements for a commission in 
the Coast Guard Reserve, possess at 
least a bachelor’s degree from an ac- 
credited college or university, have had 
at least one semester course in math- 
ematics of college grade and one semes- 
ter of trigonometry either high school 
or college. 


NEW RADIO SCHOOL PROVIDES 
FOR IMMEDIATE EXPANSION 


A new Coast Guard radio school, re- 
placing the radio schools previously 
maintained by the Service at the Coast 
Guard Yard, Curtis Bay, Md., and at 
New London, Conn., was placed in opera- 
tion on July 1, at Atlantic City, N. J. 
The instruction staffs and the trainees 
of the former schools have been com- 
bined and are now operating at the new 
station. 

By consolidating two smaller schools, 
a very necessary expansion, before im- 
practicable, has been accomplished and 
400 students are now being trained each 
6 months as compared with the total 
capacity of 300 students at the other 
schools. The facilities at the new school 
will be expanded to accommodate 400 
additional students as soon as the neces- 
sary equipment and material can be 
obtained. The station is expected to 
reach its maximum capacity sometime in 
October. 

The school is housed in the old Elks 
Building which has been leased by the 
Coast Guard. The trainees and admin- 
istrative personnel will be quartered at 
a large hotel which has also been leased, 
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and which is in close proximity to the 
new school. 

Students at the school are given a 
6-months’ course in all phases of marine 
radio operating, touch typing and mathe- 
matics, communication procedure, radio 
laws and regulations, international con- 
ference agreements, radio theory, prac- 
tical laboratory work, and actual receiv- 
ing practice on standard shipboard 
operating installations. 


EMPLOYEES REACH RETIRE- 
MENT AGE 


Two veteran field employees of the 
former Bureau of Marine Inspection 
and Navigation, Richard G. Robinson 
and Joseph T. Engdoll, were retired on 
June 30, having reached the automatic 
retirement age. 

Mr. Robinson was the assistant in- 
spector of boilers at Seattle, Wash., 
at the time of his retirement, having 
served in that capacity since entering 
the Marine Inspection and Navigation 
Service in December 1919. 

Mr. Engdoll has been the deputy 
shipping commissioner at Philadelphia, 
Pa., since September 1986. He entered 
the Bureau of Marine Inspection and 
Navigation in 1908, receiving an ap- 
pointment as a clerk in the New York 
office. In 1925, he was appointed dep- 
uty shipping commissioner in New 
York, a capacity in which he served 
until his transfer to Philadelphia in 
1936. 


MASS INDUCTION CEREMONY IN- 
CLUDES 500 COAST GUARDS- 
MEN 


On June 7, exactly 6 months after the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor, ap- 
proximately 14,000 young Americans 
were sworn in as members of 3 branches 
of the armed forces, the Navy, Coast 
Guard, and Marine Corps, at the first 
mass induction by radio in the Navy’s 
history. Of this total approximately 
500 were Coast Guardsmen. 

The principal ceremony was held at 
the navy yard, in Washington, D. C., 
where the separate oaths were admin- 
istered by Vice Admiral Russell R. 
Waesche, Commandant of the Coast 
Guard, Rear Admiral Randall Jacobs, 
Chief of Naval Personnel, and Brig. Gen. 
Robert L. Denig, of the office of the 
Commandant of the Marine Corps, and 
broadcast nationally by radio. Each of 
the 3 officers addressed the recruits for 
his‘own particular branch who were 
assembled in nearly 500 recruiting sta- 
tions and substations throughout the 
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country. As the inspiring words of the 
oath come over the loudspeakers, en- 
listees all over the land replied with the 
words “I do,” although their voices were 
not heard by the radio audience as were 
the 121 solemn responses from those par- 
ticipating in Washington. 


The Washington group included 60 
Coast Guardsmen, 60 naval recruits, and 
a single marine. The Coast Guard re- 
cruits were, for the most part, policemen 
and firemen from the District of Colum- 
bia who wore the uniforms of their 
peacetime duties while taking the oath.
